One nipht three of us, Ameri- 


cans, wont out from our Jerusa- 
lem hotel, nenr the Jaffa Gate, 
nnd, 
crossing the city, nnd the 


Brook Kedron, we climbed 
the 


steep road up to the crest ot 
the 
Mount 
of 
Olives. 
Several 


times we paused to look back 
upon the city at our feet. It was, 
we know, upon just such a night, 
with the effulgence 
of the 
full 


moon bathing the landscape, that 
our Lord journeyed for the last 
time to this hillside which He 
loved, to muse upon the city of 
His desire. 
There lay Jerusalem, 
softened 


nnd beautified by the moonlight. 
All the ugliness which sunlight re- 
veals was gone. Near us. on the

of Solomon's Temple, rose

FRANK DISCUSSION 
SOCIAL IMPORTANCE 


OF SYPHILIS GIVEN 


ONE OLDEST KNOWN DIS- 


EASES EASILY CURED IF 


KNOWN IN TIME 


An 
Interesting, Informal 
and 


frank discussion of the social Im- 
portance of syphilii was given by 
Drs. E. H. Newton, Leslie Kelton, 
Jr., O. L. Smith and R. C. Curtis 
at Wednesday's luncheon meeting 
of the Rotary club at the Navarro 
Hotel. 
They analyzed 
the con- 
traction, 
symptoms 
through 
Its 
three stages of development, the 
length end type of treatment, and 
the widespread prevalence of the 
disease. 
Drs. Newton, Kelton and Smith 
had charge of today's program, 
and Dr. Curtis, president, appoint- 
ed Jim Nick Garltty, Carl Par- 
sons and George Swan as next 
week's committee. 
Dr. Newton, opening the discus- 


sion, said syphilis is one of the 
oldest known diseases, and added 
the medical profession knows Its 
• source an efficacious treatment, 
but because of the secrecy which 
has surrounded the disease In ev- 
eryday discussions, it has gotten 
a strong foothold In the United 
States. He said until the last year 
or two there has been little organ- 
ized effort to stamp it out, but 
recent publicity has aroused the 
public, and the fight has come 
into the open with the establish- 
ment of free public clinics. 


Many Servants Have Disease. 
Dr. Newton said syphilis is con- 


sidered a veneral disease, but It 
Is contracted only through Inoucu- 
latlon through a broken skin. H 
Is not communicable in Its latent 
stage, he said. 
Dr. Newton esti- 


. mated that 50 per cent of th« 
menial servants have the disease, 
but only a few of them can pass 
the disease on, because it Is prob- 
ably in its latent stage. He con- 
tinued that syphilis is one of the 
most Insidious diseases known, one 
reason being that except for a 
few apparently minor skin disor- 
ders it can pass Into its third 
stage almost without the knowl- 
edge of the patient. 
In Its third stage, Dr. Newton 
said, the disease may lay dormant 
for years and then may effect all 
different parts of the body and 
the mind. He said if cities had 
the proper public clinical 
facili- 
ties the disease could be cut down 
to a great extent, and with such 
facilities It could be detected and 
treated in Its Inclpiency. 


Alarming Number Cased. 
Dr. Kelton told of the alarming 
number of cases of syphilis In 
Dallas (but tfllded in his opinion 
the percentage was the same in

TIONS 


Forestry is becoming eco- 


nomically i m p o r t a n t in 
Georgia. 
According 
to 


Frank Heyward, state for- 
ester, many hard-up cotton 
growers have turned from 
cotton to pine groves, Near- 
ly 200 landowners have al 
ready put 724,674 acres in- 
to pines. The movement is 
growing. 


The trees grow rapidly 


and require little care. It 
will not be many years be- 
fore the harvesting will be- 
gin. The wood may be sold 
for several purposes, includ- 
ing the manufacture of cel- 
lulose products like paper 
and rayon. 


In the meantime, there is 


good grazing for beef cattle 
in these woods. 


Some of the 
ex-cotton 


farmers have already had 
cash returns from their cat- 
tle. 


Such a transition to a new 


occupation from an 
over- 


manned industry or over- 
produced agricultural crop 
la possible, but takes time 
and initiative. Sometimes, 
too, it requires the tempora- 
ry outside help of state or 
federal 
government. 
The 


process often calls for vo- 
cational or other special ed- 
ucation. 
It is slower and 


more difficult in some cases 
than others. Yet, it is in 
the making of these s-djust- 
menfcs, turning to new enter- 
prises, opening new oppor- 
tunities, developing new in- 
dustries, that the ultimate 
solution of our unemploy- 
ment and relief problems 
lies. 


PRESS FREEDOM IN 


BRAZIL 


A daily newspaper of Rio 


de Janerio is setting an ex- 
ample which it hopes will 
spread and become a move- 
ment for closer trade and 
cultural relations between 
Brazil and the U n i t e d 
States. 
Beginning on July 


4, the paper will publish 24 
special editions dealing with 
social and economic affairs 
here. 


Leading Americans 
are 


being asked to contribute 
articles on democracy, cul- 
tural 
institutions in 
this 


country, and trade possibil- 
ities. 
During the year the 


Brazilian Press Association 
plans to entertain a number 
of 
American 
newspaper 


men in connection with the 
dedication of its new build- 
ing in Rio. 


This is something new in 


a supposedly dictator-ruled 
country. 
Apparently 
the 


Brazilian Press Association 
and the editors of the indi- 
vidual newspaper of Rio de 
Janeiro are free to start 
such 
a 
movement. They 


not only can get out special 
editions explaining the ways 
of the northern democracy 
to their readers but can 
even invite.outsiders to con- 
tribute to them. 


It is impossible to imag- 


ine such a situation in cer- 
tain countries in Europe. 
The fact that it exists un- 
der Vargas certainly gives 
a New World tone to his 
brand of alleged fascism. 


ready are handling much 
of their foreign trade with 
South 
America countries. 


But it doesn't take very 
well in the United States. 


According to the good 


old theory of supply and 
demand, this surplus grain 
in a few countries ought to 
flow naturally, and with 
profit to all concerned, into 
the 
countries that 
lack 


grain. Something has block- 
ed the flow, however, and 
the well-being of many peo- 
ple and many countries de- 
pends on whether we are 
smart enough to break up 
.the trade jam. 


CORPORATE LICENSES 


- There has been compara- 
tively little comment on the 
measure sponsored by Sena- 
tors Borah and O'Mahoney, 
for federal licensing of bus- 
iness corporations doing in- 
terstate business — perhaps 
because most people have 
not taken it very seriously. 
But it is far from being a 
mere theoretical proposal. 
An American Institute of 
Public Opinion poll indi- 
cates that 57 per cent of the 
people favor it. 


On its face, this may seem 


to be a rather mild affair, 
though covering a good deal 
of ground. It would not be 
federal incorporation. The 
states would still incorpor- 
ate business as they do now. 
But every corporation doing 
interstate 
business would 


have to register with the 
federal 
government, and 


would then be subject to 
certain rules prescribed by 
it. The government at least 
would have' a check on cor- 
porate practices and opera- 
tions, in a way not no\y pos- 
sible. 
Once 
established, 


doubtless federal authority 
would be strengthened 
in 


the direction of greater uni- 
formity and correction of 
various abuses permitted by 
the present system of state 
incorporation. 


In some ways such tight- 


ening up looks reasonable 
and useful. It is well known 
that great abuses and much 
public loss have resulted 
frcm the irresponsible char- 
tering 
of 
corporations in 


cc-rtain states, with author- 
ity to operate unchecked 
throughout the 
whole 
48 


states. 
It is obviously felt 


by many people that busi- 
ness concerns operating on 
a national scale had better 
be doing it under the direct' 
jurisdiction of the national 
government. But there will 
be 'a big argument before 
that is clone. 


GOODS FOR GOODS 


The manager of the for- 


eign trade department 
of 


the Chase National 
Bank 


made some straightforward 
observations to a luncheon 
group during Foreign Trade 
Week. 


The days of the balanc- 


ing of trade with foreign 
loans may not be ended, but 
they have been "at least 
postponed," he said. There- 
fore, the quickest way to 
stimulate the purchase of 
American goods abroad is 
for Americans to buy gener- 
ously in other countries. 
Foreign trade must be a 
two-way a c t i v i t y . Real 
world commerce is a crying 
need today, but it can be 
achieved 
only by 
actual 


buying of goods among na- 
tions. 


These are not newly dis- 


covered truths. 
But they 


have not always been wide- 
ly understood or applied in 
the United States. We have 
been firmly resolved that 
the other fellow must buy 
more of our goods than he 
sells to us. 
Before the 


World War, we were a 
debtor nation. 
Since the 


war, we have become a 
creditor nation, which has 
changed our foreign trade 
situation completely. It is 
a hopeful sign that many 
people of authority and in- 
fluence state the situation 
so clearly these days.

Uncle Sam may spend $100,000 or 
more thti year In applying the 
art* of salesmanship to cotton 
the nation'* leading agricultural 
export product. 
The money would bo used to 


"dress 
up" 
the 
American 
bale 


of cotton so that It might stand 
on a par In appearance with cot- 
ton 
of 
competing 
countries 
In 


the world markets. 
Plans for the dresslng-up pro- 


gram are being prepared by the 
agriculture department largely as 
a result of a report of Its foreign 
cotton market 
specialist, P. K. 


Norrls, that the American bale Is 
a "disgrace" In appearance. 


Norrls cited letters from For- 


eign nplnners saying they were 
turning more and more to Bra- 
zilian, Egyptian, Indian and oth- 
er foreign cottons largely because 
of a neater and more uniform 
bale.

In the 1904 and 1916 ravages, and' 


100,000,000 bushels In 1933. The 
scourge, most prevalent 
during 


hot, 
humid weather, was visited 


upon many fields last year. 


The new Thatcher wheat which 
has been evolved from co-opera- 
tive researches In plant pathology 
and breeding has been sown in 
record-breaking acreage 
In the 


spring wheat belt of Minnesota, 
the Dakotas and Canada 
this 
year. 


Thren years ago. when rust did 


heavy damage, very little Thatch- 
er had been planted, said H. C. 
Donovan, Chicago crop authority.

Thatcher in the Red River Val- 
ley and Donovan said he noticed 
that its thicker skinned

warded off rust spores satisfac- 
torily.

NAVY READY START BUILDING 


LARGEST MILITARY PLANE AS 
ARMY BETTERS COAST DEFENSE 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—</!>- 
The navy Is ready to start build- 
ing the world's largest military 
plane—possibly the largest of any 
type. 


The original model will cost up- 
wards of $3,000,000 four times as 
much as the army's 32-ton "super 
flying fortress." 
Its weight may 
reach 50 tons, compared to the 
41 1-2 ton Atlantic Clipper, the 
nation's largest ocean air trans- 
port, now being tested at Seattle. 


After shielding details for more 
than a year, the navy disclosed 
some facts about the flying patrol 
boat in asking congress to double 
the 
$1,000,000 
appropriated last 
year for its construction. 
The house appropriations com- 


mittee included the sum in the 
second deficiency bill introduced 
yesterday. 
Rear Admiral Arthur B. Cook; 
chief of the Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics, said the new plane "will 
be a very great and important ad- 
vance over airplanes of the fly- 
ing boat type now in existence 
and its potential naval value Is 
extremely high." 


Admiral Cook 
indicated 
its 
range would exceed considerably 
the 5,00-mile range needed for a 
nonstop round trip 
from 
San 
Francisco to Honolulu. The plane 
will be partially armored and will 
carry a crew of 10 to 14 men. 
It is expected to be the fore- 
runner of a squadron of 15 
or 


more in the next few ,years. In 
lots of that 
number, 
Admiral 


Cook said, the unit cost would be 
about $1,000,000. 


While the navy was building up 


its aircraft division, the army set 
out to strengthen its anti-aircraft 
defenses in double-quick time. 
Funds in the $463,651,678 war 
department 
appropriation 
bill 


which went to the White House 
yesterday will make it possible 
to triple the number of three- 
inch rapid fire cannon now avail- 
able for defense cities and troops. 
For that purpose the measure 


includes almost $29,000,000 in cash 
and contract authorizations. With 
this as a starter, the army high 
command hopes to remedy In two 
Instead of four years an estimat- 
ed $53,000,000 deficiency in pro- 
tection against air raids. 


Official 
estimates 
indicated 
that possibly 150 of the most 
modern guns will be 
obtained 
.within the next year, aside from 
quantities 
of 
machine 
guns, 
searchlights, sound detectors and 
other equipment. 
Less well armed against planes 
than most foreign powers, the 
army now has fewer than 60 big 
anti-aircraft guns, and all but 
a. handful of these are obsolete. 
Virtually all the guns will be 


mobile, mounted on special trucks 
designed to speed them to any 
threatened point.

For every farmer resettled with 
money and land from the govern- 
ment, many others have drifted 
to the back roads, the Farm Se- 
curity, Administration said scratch- 
ing out pitiful garden patches In 
the timber, working for subsist- 
ence -in the fields and living In 
makeshift homes. 
The records of the Farm Se- 
curity • administration are 
filled 
with happy Interviews from fam- 
ilies who qualify in money, Im- 
plements, stock and Intelligence. 
For the majority of others, un- 
heard of and unknown, there 
is 
only desolation. 
Deep in Oregon's rich 
farm, 
dairy and orchard region, a mioV 
die aged man with a tubercular 
wife, two sons and three daugh- 
ters took precarious refuge in 
their flight from eastern Colora- 
do.' The environment 
shocked 
a 
hardened relief investigator. 
The mother and father slept in 
a trailer more -like a box-car. 
It teetered on its rusty jacks 
when the wind blew. 
Chickens 


wandered in and out of the flap- 
ping door, at home on a soiled, 
untidy bed or hopping from bro- 
ken chair to grubby table. 
Two 
boys of 
pre-school 
age 


slept on a bursting mattress In a 
packing box hut. The chickens 
had been there too. A flea-bit- 
ten collie slept on the boys' bed. 


The girls—one of them went 
to a distant high school in the 
country bus—had a shack a few 
yards up the slope. 
It was tidi- 
er.Three goats provided milk. The 
only cow was dry- 
A few vegetable plants pushed 
through soil around fir slumps. 
A ragged, sturdy Kansas plains 


family had set up a half-tent, 
half-shack home on another hill- 
side. 
From the canvas covered 
doorway they looked out upon 
fertile orchards and clover fields 
sweeping westward to the cool 
coastal mountains. 
The father toiled on a seven- 
acre tract felling fir and hewing 
and sawing it into cordwood. His 
labor was the price of his tenan- 
cy. The fuel will be sold in town 
and the slim revenue may pro- 
vide a crop among the stumps 
next season. 
"It's green and cool here and 
there's not so much dust," said 
the mother. Two children, a boy 
and a girl, clung to her tattered 
skirts.
